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BWA  Head  Warns 
Of  Twin  Threats 


Southern  Baptist  Leaders 
|Come  To  State  Next  Week 


MIAMI,  Fla.  (RNS) — Dr.  Theo¬ 
dore  F.  Adams  of  Richmond,  Va. 
president  of  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance,  warned  here  that 
Christianity  faces  an  increasing 
threat  from  Buddhism  and  Mo- 
hammendanism  as  well  as  from 
“creeping,  insidious  material¬ 
ism.” 


He  addressed  nearly  2,000  per¬ 
sons  attending  the  fourth  an¬ 
nual  Festival  of  Faith,  sponsor¬ 
ed  by  the  Greater  Miami  Coun¬ 
cil  -of  Churches. 

“If  we  win  in  the  war  of  ideas, 
it  will  be  by  love,  sacrifice  and 
devotion  to  Christian  princi¬ 
ples,”  Dr.  Adams  said. 

The  Baptist  leader  recently 
returned  from  a  world  tour.  He 
said  he  saw  setbacks  to  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  religions  freedom 
during  hft  trip.  '  *  ' 

Dr.  Adams  pointed  out  there 
is  a  difference  between  freedom 
of  religion  and  freedom  of  wor¬ 
ship.  In  Russia,  the  public  can 
worship  in  a  limited  number  of 
churches  but  has  not  freedom 
of  religion,  he  said. 

Not  only  are  Communists  mis¬ 
sionaries,  he  said,  but  Moham¬ 
medanism  is  aroused  and  “an 
awakened  Buddhisrn  is  trying 
to  win  converts  even  among 
Christians! 't  •* 

“We  Jive  in  a  mixed-up  world, 
but  Christ  is  the  answer  to  all 
problems,"  Dr.  Adams  said. 
“The  Cross  can  bring  freedom's 
holy  light  to  all  mankind.” 

He  called  for  vigilance  to 
maintain  freedom  of  religion  in 
the  United  States. 

The  Southern  Baptist  pastor 
hit  at  the  “fear,  hate  and  pre¬ 
judice"  surrounding  the  racial 
issue  in  the  South.

The  decree  awarded  her  custo¬ 
dy  of  the  couple's  son  but  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  child  “shall  be 
reared  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church." 

Justice  G.  K.  -Thompson,  who 
wrote  the  majority  opinion,  said 
That  id  citing  Mrs.  LJmch'  for 
contempt  the  lower  court  was 
“actively  enforcing"  a  provision 
which  violated  her  constitution¬ 
al  rights  to  the  free  exercise  of 
religion.  The  majority  also  held 
that  the  divorce  stipulation  was 
“too  vague  to  be  enforceable." 

It  noted  that  the  decree  did 
not  specify  who  should  rear  the 
child  in  the  Catholic  religion, 
whetjyer  his  attendance  at  pa¬ 
rochial  school  was  required  and 
how  much  home  teaching  should 
be  given.

Reformation  Day  And  Religious  Freedom 

The  439th  anniversary  of  the  Protestant  Reformation 
will  be  marked  in  song,  story  and  worship  by  congrega¬ 
tions  across  the  world  on  Sunday,  October  28. 

The  Reformation  Sunday  observances  are  designed  to 
focus  attention  on  Protestant  history  and  heritage.'  They 
commemorate  the  day  (October  31)  in  1517  when  Martin 
Luther  posted  his  “Ninety-five  Theses”  on  the  door  of 
Castle  Church  in  Wittenberg,  Germany.  His  historic 
arguments  against  indulgences  and  his  plea  for  a  right 
understanding  of  repentance  touched  off  the  greatest  ec¬ 
clesiastical  and  theological  revolution  since  the  fifth  cen¬ 
tury. 

There  is  a  lively  teapot  tempest  going  on  in  sqme 
quarters  of  Baptist  life  as  to  whether  or  not  we  are  “Protes¬ 
tants.”  This  fad  comes'* and  goes.  More  often  than  not  it 
assumes  rather  more  heat  thqn  either  history  or  theology 
warrants.  Be  that  as  it  may,  we  Baptists  have  ample  rea¬ 
sons  for  taking  note  of  this  October  28th  observance. 

Reformation  Sunday  is  a  sort  of  declaration  of  Religi¬ 
ous  Independence  Day.  As  such  it  call?  our  attention  to  the 
cherished  American  principles  of  “a  free  church  in  a  free 
state.” 

Dr.  Louie  D.  Newton,  pastor  of  Atlanta’s  Druid  Hills  | 
Baptist  Church,  says  “I  have  been  preaching  on  Reforma- . 
tion  Sunday  to  our  people  at  Druid  Hills  Church  on  some 
text  that  emphasizes  religious  liberty,  and  1  believe  it  is  1 
altogether  desirable  and  effective.  Many  of  our  people  * 
do  not  attend  the  community-wide  mass  meetings  on  ! 
Reformation  Day.  but  that  does  not  mean  that  they  are 
indifferent  to  the  cause  we  are  trying  to  serve.” 

Martin  Luther  w4s  a  central  force  in  the  sixteenth 
century  reform  movement  in  European  Christianity  but 
ha  did  not  begin  Protestantism.  Its  message  has  its  roots 
deep  in  the  centuries  of  Christian  history.  The  Reforma¬ 
tion  Day  observance  is  a  reminder  of  the  ties  that  bind  us 
with  believers  of  other  centuries  who  held  dear  the  con¬ 
cept  of  a  New  Testament  faith.  ,

There  are  some  compelling  reasons  behind  the  current 
World  Missions  Year  project. 

In  spite  of  great  strides  in  mission  activity,  interest 
and  support  Southern  Baptists  are  still  far  below  par. 

At  the  moment  we  have  1,084  missionarife  in  35  coun¬ 
tries  abroad  By  the  end  of  1956  a  total  of  120  new  mis- 
aionaries  will  have  been  appointed  Baker  James  Cauthen 
says  that  we  face  S3  million  of  needs,  however,  that  can¬ 
not  be  met  in  1956. 

In  41  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  Panama 
and  the  Canal  Zone  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  under 
appointment  1.163  missionaries.  Courts  Redford  says, 
“The  Board  now  has  167  mission  pastors.  We  need  100 
more.” 

Gifts  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1956  outstripped 
any  previous  year  and  totaled,  including  designations, 
$16,044,878.  a  fine  11.70  percent  jump  over  the  same  period 
last  year  Even  so.  Southern  Baptist  perea pita  gyving  is 
considerably  behind  some  of  the  other  leading  denomina¬ 
tions.  .

Few  churches  ever  make  thorough  investigation  of  the 
attending  habit*  of  their  members..  Ti  is  much  easier  on 
the  conscience  for  the  disquieting  facts  about  A.  W  O.  L. 
members  to*be  left  in  the  vagueness  of  generalities. 

The  junior  board  of  deacons  in  the  First  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church  of  Webster  Groves,  Missouri  decided  they 
would  find  out  the  score  in  their  church.
